There are onlv two soda-nsh 
factories in Japan, one belonging to 
the Japan Soda Company, Ltd. and 
the other to the -Asahi Glass Com- 
pany, The former has s capacity of 
$2,000 tons but the high price of salt 
thas compelled it to remain idle moat 
of the time, . The latter produces 
about 18,000 ‘tons ‘per year turning 
out a high class product. which is 
largely consumed in the manufacture 
of glass'in the company’s .own fac- 
tories, : 
+ The materials consumed in tho 
manufacture of one ton of soda-ash 
are; 1.8 tons salt, 1.35 tons limestone, 
016 ton of sulphate of ammonium; 
16 ton of coke: 7 ton of coal: 20. tons 
of fresh water and: 80 tons of sca 
water, The most important item is 
salt, and because of the high prices 
for thls commodity ruling in Japa 
none of the soda-ash venturcs have 
to date been successful. It is ostim- 
ated that the soda-ash, industry in 
Japan can be made profitable .provid- 
ed salt costs not more than 40 sen 
per 100 kin, or Y¥.6.80 per ton, 
March, 1924, the Financial and Econo- 
mic Commission of Japan passed a 
resolution urging the Government to 
subsidize the soda-ash industry by 
making up the difference between the 
above figure and, the market price. 
The govgrnment salt monopoly fear- 
ing to create proferential treatment 
to one industry that might create a 
precedent for further subsidies, has 
failed to act upon this’ resolution.

REVIEW OF THE YEAR | 

Following {ts usual custom at this 
thme of ‘the year, the “Hamburger 
Nachrichten” has been making — in- 
quiries among the principal banking, 
industrial, shipping ‘and other joint 
stock companics of Hamburg as to the 
rersults of their trading in 1028 .and 
the dividend ‘prospects. The follow- 
ing are the chlef points of the reports 
rectived from some’ of the leading 
navigation companies:— 

Hamburg-America- Line , 

When ft is taken into consideration 
that ‘the international business, situa- 
tion began to weaken ‘already in the 
carly months of tast year and that 
many branches of commerce were 
affected by this decline, it Is possible 
to characterise the shipping situation 
in general as satisfactory. 

It is imposslble, however, to speak 
everto a relatively favourable deve- 
lopmenf of the shipping business on 
all the ‘traffic routes. In the. freight 
business there was a not Inconsider- 
able improvement in the situation in 
the second half of the year, but owing 
to unfavourable conditions in regard 
to competition, the generally satisface 
tory supply of cargo did not always 
bring the desired results. This ob- 
servation relates more particularly .to 
South Africa, but to some extent alse 
to: Brazil and the River Plate. 

in the Australian trade the results 
were badly affected by the long’ strika 
of dock labourers, and, as was tho 
case in former years, the unfavour- 
able customs regulations tended to 
restrict business, The rest of the 
company’s services worked well, ac- 
cording to circumstances. 

The continued activity of the Trans- 
Atlantic passenger traffic had a 
favourable effect on our business and 
brought us a further ‘increase in our 
figures. Emigration to the United 
States wns, a3 before, subject to limi- 
tations, but Cannda is now giving 
German emigration more, scope. In 
the passenger traffic to Central Ameri- 
ca, the west const of the United

The freight, business, which was 
very depressed until the middle of the 
year, showed a considerable improve- 
ment during, the: last. six months, so 
that ft ts possible ta count upon a 
certain profitable result. In our liner 
service to the west cogst of England 
we had to put up with very much low. 
‘er rates than those to Hull, on which 
route severe competition existed. It 
ts impossible. to see any chance of im- 
provement in this direction, The 
targo steamer fleet was augmented by 
the “Krusau” {2,000 :tona), “Leven- 
sau” (1,800 tons), and “Weser” (1,500 
tons), | . . i 

There was no further extension in 
the salvage business. Although there 
Wwas considerable reduction in the num- 
ber of salvage cases on the “Elbe,” 
it was not found possible to make & 
corresponding reduction in the work- 
Ing costs, so that the maintenance of 
this branch at the present time’ in- 
volves heavy. sacrifices. : 

Further attentlon was pald to the 
extension of the . overseas 
business. Various ‘large towages were 
successfully carried’ out by the steam, 
er “Max Batendt,” and by, the high 
seas tug. “Atlas”, which was specially 
sonverted for this class of work, This 
branch of the business, however, also 
suffers very severely from foreign and 
financially powerful competition, 
which, In respect to taxes and social 
burdens, {is much more favourably 
placed than are German undertakings.

THE ISSUES BEFORE BRITISH 
8 INDUSTRY 

(By “Julian Hall in “Journal of | 
. i , Commerce") Sana 
Queer. haphasard’ beginnings ‘have 
marked ‘almost all the great move- 
ments of history. Thay have been ine 
spired by no conaclous ideal. , Their 
practical start has given rise to ex- 
planations and jnterprotations which 


have subsequently ‘ influenced their | . 


course. But at the beginning great 
movements have been set going by 
personal, or transitory impulses; and 
these impulses have often got a long 
start betore wo realise that a new 
movement is on foot. 

Consider tho formation of the Bri- 
tish: Empire and the industrial re- 
yolution, Both these great, move- 
ments. began with a fow ‘chance dis- 
coveries, In the one, case of an island 
off North America and in the otter 
of new processes in manufacture. 
Both were exploited In the most casual 
and obvicus way before anyone realis- 
ed that two immensely. significant and 
far-reaching issnea had bean added to 


e}the national life, Thoy had been’ ex- 


ploited blindly and' illogically before 
we, understood that here were two 


.[Issues which called for our most care- 


ful and imaginative guidance. In each 
case the train had been fired by, a 
haridful of ploncors. Wo have to see 
what’ are its implicatiqns, its dangers, 
its possibilities, In each case we have 
to make an organic thing. of chance 
achievements, A 

To-day these two problems aro par- 
tieularly real to us, .We have to 


"create a new Empire relationship, and |) 


wo have to put our industries upon a 
new and rational basis. To organise 
the Empire in accordance with the 
{deals of modern.economics and-to 
rationalise our industries—here are 
the tasks before the Britain of 1029. 

The war was largely responsible for 
our neglect of these problems, We 
thought of the Domintons only os 
our gallant and indispensable allies 
and of our industries only as means 
of gotting the sinews of war. Thus 
wo allowed the years to slip by with- 
out a revision of our primitive con- 
ception of the Empire and of indus- 
try as lucky. sources of woalth ta be 
developed as quickly as possible, 

The problems had thos. got a long 
start of us before we gave, them our 
serious ‘attention, and they increase 
{n complexity as each month goes by. 
Wo havo: urgent need of rationalisa-' 
tlon In industry, and of an adjustment 
In our economic relations’ with tho 
Empire. 

There’ 0 
not make a ‘success of both. 
we realise their necessity, - 
see that nobody elso from the outside 
can help us, and that all such dogmas 
ax nationalisation of industry , ond, 
succession of the Dominions are. anti~ 
quated and unpractical, there: is a 
good chorce of our, arriving ‘at 
rationalisation and at a new economic 
complex which shall bind the: Empire 
into one trade unit. The Empire 
question and the industrial . question 
are both economic.’ They are both 
concerned with the reorganisation of 
our trade resources. And they can be 
solved by no other method than a 
sound rationallst. economy.
